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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed March 7, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
2,345,017 to Tack in view of US 3,809,192 to Stehle. 

Re-claim 7, Tack teaches a disk brake comprising: an assembly section 2; a first brake 
surface 16; a second brake surface 18; a heat sink 10 is located between the first and second 
brake surfaces; a plurality of heat sink ribs 20 are positioned between the braking surfaces and 
the heat sink. However, Tack fails to teach the brake surfaces having a plurality of heat sink 
holes arranged in a curvilinear fashion along the brake surface. 

Stehle teaches in figure 9 a brake disk having a plurality of holes arranged in a curvilinear 
fashion along each brake surface. The holes aid in the cooling of the brake disk, see column 1 
lines 45-47. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided the 
brake surfaces in the brake disk of the Tack with holes (or heat sink holes) as taught by Stehle, 
thus increasing the cooling capacity of the brake disk. 

Re-claims 8-10, the disk of Tack is molded as a single unit that consists of the first brake 
surface, the second brake surface and the heat sink. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Izumine, Hsu, and York each teach the known feature of having cooling holes 
arranged in a curved fashion along the brake surface. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
